the act be further amended by 
“having some kind of an educa- 
tional lest whereby both men 
and women would be required to 
speak, read and write the Eng- 
lish language before being al- 
lowed to vote. 

Although this might be a good 
idea it is a lamentav: 
the illiterates in our land are not 
the ones who are most to blame 
for corruption and wrong-doing 
which sometimes .creeps into 
our political life. It is. more of- 
ten caused by those higher up 
and supposedly educated. 

However, although the wom 
of this province have ‘scarcely 
yet fully realized the position 
they are placed in by this new 
act, we are convinced they. will 
be sufficiently intelligent and 
sufficiently independent to act 
as a leaven for the political 
lump in such a way that the men 
of the province will never ’ be 
sorry for granting them their 
franchise.

STANDING TAXES ABROAD 


Tax Payers’ Troubles tn Foreign 
' Lande Are Many 


We have to pay a lot for tobacco, 


but,,at any rate, it is of the best. That 


is more’ than can be’ said for France. 

There tobacco is a Government 
monopoly, and a very profitable one. 
The State buys two pounds of tobacco 
for 36 cents, and turns it into fifty 
packets of cigarettes, which are sold 
wholesale for $4.76. 

The French Government also holds 
a monopoly of matches. It sells 47,000 
millfons a year, and makes a cool ten 
million dollars profit. They ure very 


bad matches, too. Ask anyone from | 


the front, and he will tell you all about 
them. 

Betting at races pays the French 
poor rate. All betting is done by the 
pari mutuel, and a percentage is held 
by the State. Again, a tax ob theatre 
ticRets pays for all the hospitals. 

Both France and Belgium levy a 
tax on posters and advertising sign- 
boards. In Belgium the tax is, or was, 
one cent a month for a poster 20 inch- 
‘es by 13 inches, and is collected in 

form of a stamp, which must be 
displayed on the poster. 

Hand organs in France pay $20 a 
year, while pianos also pay a tax, $2 
for an upright pianp, and $4 for a 
grand. 

A woman may not wear men's cloth- 
ing in public in England. In France 
she may, if she is prepared to pay for 
the privilege. The license to do so 
costs $10, 

Two years ago the United States 
put a tax on bachelors, Unmarried 
men of over thirty have to pay a@ 
larger income tax than the Benedicts. 
+ About the same time the French 
Budget Committe. also decided in 
favor of a sur-tax of twenty per cent. 
on hachelors over thirty years of age. 

In Roumania there is a tax on mar- 
riage, and one on divorces, graduated 
according to the husband’. fortune.

DRIED FRUIT HINTS 


Keep Fruit Soaked in Water to Insure 
Freshness 


Dried fruit at its best should be 
| bright and waxy, and not, too dry 
|To prepare, soak in tepid water for 
fifteen minutes, and wash, after whic 


‘}cover with water and allow to stana 


until it has taken back about as much 
as ‘it has lost in drying. This will 
| tequire from three to thirty-six we ‘s 
| dépending on ‘thie kind of fruit and’ it 
| dryness. The water should cover the 
fruit about an inch, and should have 
added to it’ suffivient sugar to make | 
the fruit palatable. It will be alsorb- 
ed by the fruit and not remain in the 
syrup. When -the fruit has swelled 
to its original size, put it on the stove 
with the water in which it has stood 
Add more water and simmer from one 
to three hours, or until it is soft. 
Drain. off the liquid and after strain- 
ing through a fine sieve add half a 
oupful of sugfir to every quart of juice, 
and boil ft until it is a rich: syrup, 
then pour back over the fruif. Apri 
cots require very little cooking. Use 
@ generous quantity of sugar, and boil 
to a thick syrup. A little pineapple 
will add to the flavor. 

If dried peaches are allowed to 
stand a few minutes in boiling water, 
the skins may be readily removed by 
means of a fork. Soak until tender, 
and cook slowly, being careful to pre- 
serve the halves in good shape. A 
little orange peel will add to their 
flavor. 

To prepare dried pears, soak at 
least twelve hours, put into a bake 
pan;-sprinkle a little sugar over them 
and the water in“ which they were

When 
cool, add the juice of one or two 
limes. Orange peel put in while soak- 
ing will improve them.
